The government be­ 
lieves that the American commission­ 
ers will argue the necessity of thus de­ 
viating from the spirit aud text of the 
protocol on the ground that the condi- 
t.ou of things in the islan I of Luzon 
aud the archipelago renders it impossi­

MAY EXONERATE DREYFUS. 


Th* French Court H ears Evidence W hich 


W ill Likely Clear H im o f Trea­ 
son A gainst France. 


P a r i s , Got. 28. —The belief is general 
that the oourt of cassation will pro­ 
nounce neither for revision nor for an­ 
nulment of the decision in the Dreyfns 
ca>e, as either coarse would entail awk­ 
ward consequences. 
To avoid these it is expected the court 
will decide that as the affair now pre­ 
sents itself there has been no treason 
and that, therefore, the condemnation 
pronounced upon Captain Dreyfus by 
the courtmartial cannot be upheld. 
Reporter Bard, among other testi­ 
mony, referred to the fact that the ex­ 
perts who examined the bordereau dif- 
tered widely in opinion. M. Bard ex- 
pre.'Sed the belief that if the bordereau 
was the pr.nc.pal factor in the con­ 
in mna iou of Dreyfus on the testimony 
of extorts his condemnation ought to 
be revoked. 
Great stress was laid by M. Bard on 
Colonel Picquart’s lttter of July 14 to 
the minister of Justice, iu watch he 
gave seven principal arguments against 
me probability of guilt of Dreytus, m- 
cluuing the impossibility of Dreyfus pro­ 
curing tne plans ot fortresses and proj­ 
ects for the movement of troops, uude- 
tJoted. wnereas Major Esterhu~/ had 
free access thereto. 
lins letter also cires interviews which

Billot and Gouro, when he said: 
‘•With the proof in my hands I have 
established the innocence of Dreyfus.”

the Indians In Cass and Itasca counties 
He said 
'•Fine timber and whisky are respon­ 
sible for the present trouble among (ne 
Pillager Chippewas at the Leech lake 
Teservation 
Not only this tribe but 
others claim they are being robbed of 
all that stands between them and want 
—the pine on the reservations. The In­ 
dians assert it is now costing the tribe 
$15,000 a year to inspect aud supervise 
the catting of timber, while formerly 
It cost only $100 a month for this work 
daring the logging season. 
“ Particular stress is laid by the In­ 
dians ob the ‘dead and down timber* 
ruling, which has been taken advantage 
of, they claim, by the lumbermen, 
greatly to their disadvantage. 
In the 
case of the United States against the 
Pine River Logging company, the jury 
decided that ‘dead and down timber* 
may include a body or bunch of trees 
through which a fire has ran and in- 


demand In America, one having printed 
upon it four handsome American flags, 
one in each corner, and there have also 
been received from Japan tans of the 
ordinary folding kind whose sticks are 
colored red, w hite aud blue, while upon 
such side of the fan, covering the entire 
rarfaco of 
the 
paper, is printed an 
American flag.—Chicago Tribune. 


QUEER IDEAS OF FUN. 


SAVAGES WHO LAUGH ONLY WHEN 
SOME ONE IS HURT. 


A TYPICAL PILLAGRB CHIPPF.WA IN DI A lf. 
jured a large number of them so badly 
that they will die within a short time, 
although a certain proportion of the 
trees scattered through the body or 
bunch may be entirely unaffected by 
the fire at the time. The case bas been 
taken to the United 8tates coart of ap­ 
peals, bot uo decision rendered. This 
result, the Indians claim, has caused 
fires to be set in pine lands, and by this 
scheme much valuable pine grabbed for 
little cr nothing. 
“ The otlfer trouble,** said Mr. Guth­ 
rie, “ is whisky. It is against the law 
to sell to the Indians, bat any Indian 1 
who bas a nickel can get a drink. We 
have worked all around there for a year 
and we have bad no controversy with j 
ffhe Indians. Some of them worked i 
making ties, and so on, and were peace­ 
able enough, bat they would drink np 
every cent of pay. 
“ The Bear island Indians are the 
blanket Indians, the least progressive 
members of the tribe. 
I do not think 
the agency Indians are at all disaffected. 
“ This fighting Indians in the woods 
Is very different from service on the 
plains. They can escape into the brash, 
-and it will take a company to find every 
single one of them. If the government 
is going to round them up, it will mean 
that the regiment must stay there for 
weeks and catch them one at a tirao the 
best they eau. ’’ 
Deputy Marshal Sheehan, brought in 
the other evening with the wounded, 
Said of the situation: 
“ The Chippewas number about 14,- 
000, mostly located in northern Wiscon­ 
sin, Minnesota and the Pembina coun­ 
try in Dakota. Of the total number 
9,954 aro in Minnesota. They owned a 
short time ago Red Lake reservation, 
•comprising 3,COO,COO acres, nearly all 
fine land; also White Earth reservation, 
consisting of 36 townships. They own 
the Leech lake, Cass lake, Wiuuebogo- 
whish, White Oak point aud Ravens 
point 
reservations. 
These comprise 
about 8,700,000 acres of the finest pine 
lands iu the northwest. One band bas 
occupied &u island at Red lake for 300 
years. A Quaker band with 25 families 
settled there to avoid war. They now 
train ber 450 families, and on the Red 
lake reservation there are 1,125 men. 
womeu and children in this band. 
“ The Pillager Indians have lived 
around Leech lake from time immemo­ 
rial. It was I IO years ago that mission­ 
aries came among them. The Bear is­ 
land Iuiliaus have never allowed a 
school or church to be established among 
them, neither has the Quaker band in 
the Red lake reservation. The rest of 
the 
Chippewa 
Indians 
have 
bad 
churches, schools and civilization, aud 
many of them are farmers aud doing 
Well. 
Bishop Whipple aud a com­ 
mission made a treaty for them in 1886, 
and Senator ll. M. Rice was the chair­ 
man of a com mission which, in 1889, 
made a treaty, which, as they claim, 
gave each man, woman and child 160 
acres of land.’’—New York Herald. 


P eople’s B anks. 
The pawnbroker is generally the only 
banker whom the poor can patronize. 
Convenient as be sometimes is at a 
pinch, his usury of 80 percent is a fatal 
drain and stands in contrast with the 
ordinary banker’s 8 to o per cent. The 
borrower is always made poorer, too, 
for the credit given goes to obtaining 
means of consumption instead of those 
of production. 
Bat it bas been shown 
abroad, specially in Germany and Italy, 
that the poor man may have a legiti­ 
mate bank as well as his rich neighbor 
Germany is the pioneer in these institu­ 
tions, which were first organized by a 
philanthropist named Schultz. He start­ 
ed his first credit association in 1850. 
In a primary sense “ savings banks,” 
they fill also a much larger function. 
The founder began his bank with a 
small borrowed capital, and offered 
shares at $150 and only one to each 
shareholder, the inducement to join be­ 
ing a prior claim to have money lent. 
The member enjoyed the facilities of 
the institution before he paid bis share 
in full, if he wished, by depositing any 
reasonable security. 
Leans are today 
made by these banks at the rate of 
from 6 to 8 per cent, payable in three 
months, with renewal for another three 
in some cases of need. The extent of the 
loan is the value of the share plus what 
may be allowed on security. 
A single 
institution begun in 1850 with a small 
capital of $2,500 has now expanded in 
Germany to a thousand co-operative 
banks doing a business, it is said, of 
$500,000,000 a year. 
The system has 
been of inestimable benefit to the work­ 
ing classes. The building and loan as­ 
sociations of this country, while they 
possess some features in common, do 
not cover the same ground. There is no 
reason why people’s banks, like those 
in Germany, should not be equally suc­ 
cessful in the United States.

Corry & Co., and, if accepted, will pro 


Tide sleeping quarters for nearly 1,200 
men. 
If built it will be placed on the 
vacant lot at the east side of the city 
armory on East North street, and will 
be 40 feet wide and 180 feet long. There 
will be two six-foot aisles running the 
entire length of the structure. 
On the 
►ides will be the berths, each to hold 
two soldiers, and to be four berths high. 
The plan provides that the structure 
ch ill be built close to the armory so that 
the spacious quarters of Company D will 
provide a huge reading or sitting room. 
lf this plan be adopted, the great ex­ 
pense. that of providing closets and 
water, will be lessened, as a connection 
can be made at the rear into the Spring 
Run sewer. 
The question of providing 
dining 
quarters, it is thought, has been solved ; 
at any rate the plan is well thought of 
by the committee. 
It is proposed to 
utilize for this purpose the Hartman & 
Dnstine planing mill, 
scarcely 
two 
blocks from the armory. The buildings 
are in good shape, and as they would 
Hive a great amount of floor space, the 
entire command could be served at one 
time. 
As soon as the government 
quartermasters arrive, which will likely 
be tomorrow, the matter will be quickly 
settled and the work of preparation 
started.

QUEER IDEAS OF FUN. 


SAVAGES WHO LAUGH ONLY WHEN 
SOME ONE IS HURT. 


Andrew Guthrie, a contractor of Si. 
Paul who iii building the railway along 
Leecn lake from Walker, on the Brain­ 
erd and Northern, to Bemidji on the 
Great Northern gave a statement re­ 
cently 
ic the cause of the troubles of 
the Indians In Cass and Itasca counties 
He said 
' ‘Fine timber and whisky are respon­ 
sible for the present trouble among me 
fb i.ager Chippewas at the Leech lake 
reservation 
Not only this tribe but 
others claim they are being robbed of 
all that stands between them and want 
—the pine on the reservations. The In 
diana assert it is now costing the tribe 
115,000 a year to inspect aud supervise 
the catting of timber, while formerly 
it cost only $100 a month for this work 
during the logging season. 
“ Particular stress is laid by the In ­ 
dians on the ‘dead and down timber’ 
ruling, which has been taken advantage 
of, 
they claim, 
by 
the lumbermen, 
greatly to their disadvantage. 
In the 
case of tho United States against the 
Pine River Logging company, the jury 
decided that ‘dead and down tim ber’ 
may include a body or bunch of trees 
through winch a fire has run and io- 


A TYPICAL PIU.AORR CHIPPS.WA INDIAN, 
jored a large number of them ho badly 
that they will dio w ithin a short time, 
although a certain proportion of tho 
trees scattered through the body or 
bunch may l»e entirely unaffected by 
tho fire at the time. The case has been 
taken to the United States court of ap­ 
peals, but no decision rendered. 
This 
insult, the Indians claim, has caused 
fires to be cetin pine lands, and by this 
scheme much valuable pine grabbed for 
little cr nothing. 
“ The other trouble,” said Mr. G oth. 
Tie, “ is whisky. 
It is against tho law

I do not think 
the agency Indians are at all disaffected. 
“ This fighting Indians in the woods 
bi very different from service on the 
plains. They can escai>a into the binsh, 
acid it will take a company to find every 
single ono of them, 
lf the government 
is going to round them up, it will mmm 
th ai the regiment must stay there for 
weiks and catch them one at a time the 
best they can. ’’ 
Deputy Marshal Rheehan, brought in 
th e other evening with the wounded, 
said of the situation; 
“ The Chippewas num ber about 14,- 
OOO, mostly located in northern Wiscon­ 
sin, Minnesota and the Pembiuu coun­ 
try in Dakota.

The pawnbroker is generally the only 
banker whom the poor can patronize. 
Convenient as he sometimes is at 
pinch, his usury of 80 percent is a fatal 
drain and stands in contrast with the 
ordinary banker’s 8 to o per cent. The 
borrower is always made poorer, too, 
for the credit given goes to obtaining 
means of consumption instead of those 
of production. 
Bat it bas been shown 
abroad, specially in Germany and Italy, 
that the poor man may have a legiti­ 
mate hank as well as his rich neighbor 
Germany is the pioneer in these institu­ 
tions, which were first organized by a 
philanthropist named Schultz. He start­ 
ed his first credit association in 1850. 
In a primary sense “ savings banks, •’ 
they fill also a mnch larger function. 
The founder began his bank with a 
small borrowed capital, and 
offered 
shares at $150 and only one to each 
shareholder, the inducement to join be­ 
ing a prior claim to bave money lent. 
The member enjoyed the facilities of 
the institution before he paid his share 
in full, if he wished, by depositing any 
reasonable security. 
Leans are today 
made by these banks at the rate of 
from 6 to 8 per cent, payable in three 
months, with renewal for another three 
in some cases of need. The extent of the 
loan is the value of the share pins what 
may be allowed on security. 
A single 
institution begun in 1850 with a small 
capital of $2,500 has now expanded in 
Germany to a thousand co-operative 
banks doing a business, it is said, of 
$500,000,000 a year. 
The system bas 
been of inestimable benefit to the work­ 
ing classes. 
The building aud loan as 
sedations of this country, while they 
possess some features in common, do 
not cover the same gronnd. Tbeie is no 
reason why people’s banks, like those 
in Germany, should not he equally sue 
oessful in tho United States.

The Wooster Republican says in regard 
to th1' conditions : 
• It now looks as though the barracks 
plan for providing sleeping quarters for 
the Eighth regim ent w ill be adopted 
Tie- committee of general arrangem ents 
hii»' examined a plan fora barracks that 
met with the favor of every member of 
the committee. 
The plan was subm itted by I). C. 
Corry & Co., and, if accepted, w ill pro 
▼ide sleeping quarters for nearly 1,200 
men. 
If built it w ill be placed on the 
vacant lot at the east side of the city 
armory on East North street, and w ill 
be 40 feet wide and 180 feet long. There 
will h etw’o six-foot aisles running the 
entire length of the structure. 
On the 
sides will be the berths, each to hold 
two soldiers, and to be fonr berths high. 
Th* 
plan provides that the structure 
•hall be built close to the armory so that 
the spacious quarters of Company D will 
provide a huge rending or sitting room. 
lf this plan be adopted, the great ex­ 
pense. that of providing closets and 
water, w ill bo lessened, as a connection 
can be made at the rear into the Spring 
Bon sewer. 
The question of 
providing 
dining 
quarters, it is thought, has been solved ; 
at any rate the plau is w ell thought of 
by the com mittee. 
It is proposed to 
utilize for this purpose the Hartman & 
Dostine planing m ill, 
scarcely 
tw o 
blocks from the armory. 
The buildings 
are in good shape, and as they would 
five a great amount of floor space, the 
entire command could be served at one 
lioie.

quartermasters arrive, which w ill likely

Having hail considerable experience 
in turtle catching, I know a swimmer 
can frequently approach a sleeping tur­ 
tle from behind aud Ie ap on its back 
before it awakes. The creature s first 
impulse is lo dive, but if its rider 
knows his business he can instantly , 
bring it to a standstill by forcing Ins 
fingers into its horny eyes, when it at 
once floats motionless on the surface. 
In tho cageot a midshipman whom I 
know of ho got on a turtle’s hack and 
enjoyed a ten minutes’ ride, sometimes 
on the surface*of the water, sometimes 
under, before lie brought the animal to 
a standstill. 
Three things are certain—first, the 
ability of a man to get on a sleeping 
turtle’s back; second, by sitting far 
back on its shell to keep it near the 
surface; third, to instantly stop its ca­ 
reer by reducing it to blindness. 
Hav­ 
ing regard to the brevity and simplicity 
of Rougemont’s account, I eau quite 
well believe that lonely man on his 
coral sand bank, with all bis instincts 
pieternoturally sharpened, did actually 
ride aud guide the turtle as he bas 
stated.—Admiral Moresby in london 
Chronicle.
